If the Lot is knocked down to you, you will be liable to pay the 
Purchase Price, which is the Hammer Price which includes 
any applicable GST, plus Buyers Premium and any Additional 
Premium on the Hammer Price. See sections 6, 7 and 9 
below for more details. 


1. OUR ROLE 


In its role as Auctioneer of Lots, Bonhams acts solely for and 

in the interests of the Seller. Bonhams' job is to sell the Lot at 
the highest price obtainable at the Sale to a Bidder.

Buyer's Premium on each Lot) and thirdly to any 
other sums due to us. 


We will account to you in respect of any balance 
we hold remaining from any monies received by 
us in respect of any sale of the Lot under our 
rights under this paragraph 7 after the payment 
of all sums due to us and/or the Seller within 28 
days of receipt by us of all such sums paid to us. 


CLAIMS BY OTHER PERSONS IN RESPECT
